3. Under the heading "The Summary Of Claimed Subject Matter" the 
explanation of the subject matter defined in each claim is referred to by Item 
number in the specification. This is NOT proper. The explanation of the 
subject matter defined in each claim must be referred to by page and line 
number in the specification. For Example, "page 1 1 , lines 6-18". 

4. Under the heading "The Grounds Of Rejection To Be Reviewed On 
Appeal", the Appellant's statement is NOT proper. Examples of proper 
ground of rejection statements include "Whether the amendment filed 5/3/05 
is objected to under 35 USC 132(a) because it introduces new matter", 
"Whether claims 9-15 and 17 are rejected under 35 USC 1 12 1 st paragraph", 
"Whether claims 3 and 8-14 are rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Shen et al ", etc. There must be a proper ground of 
rejection statement for each ground of rejection found in the 
Examiner's last Office Action mailed 8/16/05. 
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5. Under the heading "Arguments", the Appellant's statement is NOT proper. 
Each ground of rejection (see above) must be treated under a separate heading. 
For example there must be a heading "Amendment filed 5/3/05 is objected to 
under 35 USC 1.32(a), New Matter", then under this heading the Appellant must 
provide a detailed argument as to why the amendment filed 5/3/05 should not be 
objected to under 35 USC 132(a), and why there is no new matter in the 
amendment. Also for example, there must be a heading "Claims 9-15 and 17 are 
rejected under 35 USC 1 12 1 st paragraph", then under this heading the Appellant 
must provide a detailed argument as to why claims 9-15 and 17 should not be 
rejected under 35 USC 112. There must be separate heading for each 
ground of rejection found in the Examiner's last Office action mailed 
8/16/05. Under each of these separate headings, there must also be a 
detailed argument as to why these grounds of rejections should not be 
made.
